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Drury draws small 
crowd at McGill 



Liberal Party powerbroker C. M. 
"Bud" Drury came to McGill yes- 
terday to push his candidacy in 
Westmount riding, but he ran Into 
stiff competition from the Canada- 
Soviet hockey game. 

Only 25 students, nearly half of 
them NDP supporters or Ameri- 
cans, showed up to hear the 
Treasury Board President in what 
was billed as "Harass Your 
Member" session. 

Drury , on g of thof our most power- 
ful men in Canada, regaled his 
audience with platitudes on the 
"glowing potential" of Canada 
and on the use of "cannabis," the 
Canadian position on Viet Nam 
and "so-called unemployment." 

Drury claimed that unemploy- 
ment in Canada is at "an all-time 
low," and said that Canada has 
created proportionately more jobs 
in the past year than any indus- 
trialized free enterprise country. 

He maintained that being 
unemployed today does not rep- 
resent the same hardship that it 
did years ago. 

According to Drury unemploy- 
ment only seems to be higher 
today, mainly because women 
are now counted in the labour 
force, while years ago only 
"heads of households" were 
reckoned in the statistics. 

Nevertheless, the Treasury 
Board President expounded on 
the measures taken by the gov- 
ernment to combat this "so-called 
unemployment." He said that 
Opportunities for Youth and Local 
Initiatives Projects had been con- 
centrated "in areas where unem- 
ployment was highest." - 

He promised that "since there 
is a social basis for local determi- 
nation of priorities, these projects 
should continue on a limited level 
indefinitely into the future." 

Drury admitted that there had 
been problems: "I'm not saying 
that some of the things that were 
done weren't verging onthelunatic 
or even the antisocial." But, he 
maintained, "after the first year of 
operation this kind of activity was

Civil servants 

quit CNTU 



The Confederation of National 
Trade Unions (CNTU ) suffered a 
serious setback last Monday when 
the 29,000-member Quebec Civil 
Servants Union (SFPQ) decided 
to break away from the central 
labour body. 

With the disaffiliation decision 
passing by only a 1.7% majority, 
the CNTU leadership will probably 
call tor a new vote or a recount. 
There were reportedly some 400 
people who should not have cast 
ballots. 

The break-away— the third 
major membership loss for the 
CNTU in four months— is the cul- 
mination of a two-year struggle 
between right-wing SFPQ 
bureaucrats and pro-CNTU ele- 
ments in the civil servants union. 

SFPQ President Jean-Paul 
Breuleux called a referendum in 
May 1971 for disaffiliation, but the 
rank-and-file workers voted three 
to one to stay in the CNTU. Then 
last August, Common Front 
negotiations with the Quebec gov- 
ernment stalled. Without consult- 
ing the membership at large, the 
SFPQ executive, led by Breuleux, 
decided that the SFPQ would 
withdraw from the Common Front 
and consequently, from the 
central bargaining table. 

In explaining his fight against 
the CNTU, Breuleux, like all right- 
wing dissidents, Invokes the usual 
images of a tiny radical minority 
misleading a deceived rank- 
and-file. His remarks, in fact, are 
insulting to the workers' intellig- 
ence. 

"The grassroots in unionism in 



the CNTU over the last two years 
became lost in a maze of undefin- 
able Ideology," he claimed last 
Monday, "and the workers saw 
their daily needs— based on 
bread and butter issues— rep- 
laced by something they could not 
understand." 

More and more workers are 
beginning to understand, how- 
ever, just what Breuleux's return 
to bread-and-butter issues 
means: 

■ Of the 14 articles signed by the 
SFPQ since it began its indepen- 
dent negotiations with the govern- 
ment, only two represent an 
improvement over the last con- 
tract. (The CNTU, meanwhile, has 
secured a $100 minimum sal- 
ary, wage-insurance, and an 
Improved retirement plan over the 
next four years.) 

■ A CNTU document shows that 
the SFPQ's acceptance of the 
government's scheme for new 
salary scales could mean losses 
of up to $1 ,500 for half of the civil 
servants, compared to what those 
who stayed in the Common Front 
would get. 

As one worker put it: "I ask 
myself if the Breuleux clique is not 
trying, by this referendum, to turn 
us from the real problem— that of 
our negotiations— in order to 
make us forget his meagre 
results." 

Interestingly enough, it is 
rumoured that Breuleux has lined 
up a government job for himself 
come this October. The situation 
still remains serious, however, for

Common front sets out 
Law students' goals 



Three students representing the 4,500 Quebec law students met 
with Justice Minister Jerome Choquette Monday night. The students 
claim the Justice Minister "was extremely sympathetic to our 
cause." » 

The law students said that Choquette advised them to go through 
the usual channels in their negotiations, but to return to him If 
the negotiations are not fruitful. 

Following the meeting the law students formed a common front. 
The front included three members from each of the law faculties 
in the province Université de Montréal, McGill, Sherbrooke, Ottawa, 
and Laval (whose students have boycotted all classes indefinitely). 
Also on the committee are three representatives each from the 
Bar Schools of Montreal, Ottawa, and Quebec. ' 

At the first meeting of the common front a resolution was passed 
criticizing the "exorbitant powers and privileges of the Bar". 

"In the short term," tha resolution stated, "we must abolish the 
bar examination; in the medium term, we must take measures to 
put this into effect; in the long term, this implies a step toward 
the abolition of the exclusive control of the Bar on the judicial world". 

The front will attend a meeting of the Bar and university officials 
to be held at McGill on Friday night.

Secession and how 
I'm not talking 
about it 

It has been pointed out to me 
that a lot of people are looking 
at Engineering and saying "Ah 
yeah, those are the blokes talking 
about secession." Listen again, 
mate. We're talking about decen- 
tralization. 

A decentralization of the Stu- 
dents' Society that would increase 
the numbers of centers of 
decision-making and the number 
of initiators of policy to give the 
present structure a broader "unité 
de base". 

A decentralization that would 
increase the awareness by each 



individual student of their involve- 
ment at McGill by establishing as 
much face-to-face association 
with the decision-makers as pos- 
sible. 

A decentralization that would 
balance effective and significant 
democracy and self-government 
with the necessary managerial 
needs and continuities. 

What's the matter with the 
status quo? Well, the one thing 
that bothers me is that our present 
Students' Society constitution 
was written in 1964. Since that 
time the University has changed 
from the insular "Royal Institu- 
tion" to a much more syndicalist 
outlook as a politically, economi- 
cally and socially involved 
member of Québec society. I 



believe that the Students' Society 
constitution is stifling to the new 
outlook. Participation is the key to 
involvement, but participation is 
empty unless there is the possibil- 
ity of initiating and deciding issues 
of significance and that, by defini- 
tion, is a decentralized structure. 

Financial decentralization is 
part and parcel of this line of 
thought and it is here'that people 
have been overreacting. Fears of 
losing the Union Building, the 
activities and clubs, the Daily and 
Radio McGill are unfounded. A 
decentralized federation would 
guarantee their continuation, 
while still channeling more money 
back to the respective faculties. 
Needless to say, generalizing 
about finances doesn't lead very 
far and so the mechanics for the 



preparation of a new draft con- 
stitution are being set in motion. 
The impetus is coming from the 
"professional" faculties but our 
interests do not lie in power poll- 
tics. Much preferable is a pro- 
cess of open inquiry, rational jus- 
tification of conclusions and then 
submission of these conclusions 
for evaluation and criticism by the 
general student body. It will 
require a will to cooperate and a 
will to consult each other. Only 
then can I see the formation of 
positive relationships within the 
Students' Society of McGill 
University.

the losers in this most recent 
union battle — Marcel Pepin and 
the CNTU. But there is a chance 
of a revote, or perhaps of an insur- 
gent move within the SFPQ to top- 
ple the Breuleux clique. 

The CNTU leaders will inevit- 
ably try to discover what caused 
workers who voted three to one 
against disaffiliation last year to 
split almost 50-50 on the issue this 
year. 

One reason they will hopefully 
come up with is that the CNTU 
failed to sufficiently inform and 
involve its members in ils new 
political direction, thus alienating 
certain key labour groups. 

A second reason might be the 
confederation's difficulty in 
balancing the interests of the dif- 
ferent sectors of the working class 
that it represents. The provincial

inflation. But at the same time as 
he admitted that the response to 
this appeal "has not been univer- 
sal," he claimed that it is impossi; 
ble to legislate restraint. Evi- 
dently, although he did not explain 
this, it is easier to let "so-called 
unemployment" take its course. 

Drury did not appear to be wor- 
ried about American domination 
of the economy. He expressed the 
belief that the presence of Ameri- 
can corporations in Canada was 
necessary in order to ensure 
"competition," and maintained 
that Canadian companies could 
receive exactly the same amount 
of subsidies as American multi- 
nationals did. 

In fact, he said, Canadian com- 
panies could even obtain more 
profit from this system, since there 
is an export tax on capital. How- 
ever, as a token concession to 
Canadian economic nationalism 
he proposed tne uiu tried and true 
Liberal solutions of the past 
decade— tariffs and the Canada 
Development Corporation. 

Tied in with this laissez-faire 
attitude was Drury's stand on 
what one member of the audience 



described as "Canadian complic- 
ity in the war in Viet Nam." Drury 
began his reply with the standard 
Canadian government-approved 
platitudes: 

"All Canadians deplore the war 
in Viet Nam and will work to bring 
it to a conclusion." . . ."But what 
we do should be effective, not just 
gestures." . . ."We have spoken 
out publicly against the War in var- 
ious international forums like the 
United Nations." ... Besides, 
"the President of the United 
States had indicated that he really 
wants to end the War." 

Therefore, it is not surprising 
that Drury opposed cutting off 
strategic nickel exports to the 
U.S., "because we're only one of 
the suppliers. If we stopped 
exporting the U.S. could go to one 
of its mother markets and our 
economy would suffer." 
I One must not assume, how- 
ever, that most of the "Harass 
the Member" session dealt with 
the burning economic issues of 
the day. Rather, a substantial part 
of the forum dealt with another 
burning issue— "cannabis." 

On this subject Drury's position 
seems to be "legalization if neces- 
sary but not necessarily legaliza- 
tion." He indicated, in an evident 
attempt to capture the youth vote, 
that some day, maybe, marijuana 
might be legalized and made sale- 
able under the auspices of the 
Food and Drug Administration. 
But right now complete legaliza- 
tion is out of the quostion because 
of the "widespread public pre- 
judice" against it. 

Therefore, in accordance with 
some of the recommendations of 
the LeDain Commission, he pro- 
mised that the penalties for the 
use and possession of cannabis 
would be nominal and that they 
would represent "a social stigma 
rather than a criminal record." 

"It is still against the law to traf- 



fic in it," he pointed out, "and its 
use should be discouraged." He 
emphasized the "drug education" 
program recommended by the 
commission and, in response to 
a question on the continuing 
police harassment of pot users, 
replied: "Police harassment Is 
one way of discouraging the use 
of cannabis." 

Drury concluded by blaming the 
indifferent response to his speech 
on the "acoustics" in the Union 
ballroom. 

Oh, yes, Canada defeated the 
Soviet Union 4 to 3.

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The Panagoulis affair: 
a Greek spy story

The Greek junta, not satislied with the 
massive arrests, tortures and exiles of 
esistance forces, has now found a new 
method of intimidating or capturing Greek 
patriots living abroad. Many cases of beat- 
ings and threats administered to members 
of resistance organizations, mainly in Ger- 
many, have been reported by the inter- 
national press. However, the Colonels' new 
tactic, which has recently created a scandal 
in Greece and in Europe, has received very 
little attention from the North American 
press. 

The junta's objective Is to capture those 
relatives of Greek political prisoners who 
are active in the resistance abroad. 
Through agents of the Greek intelligence 
branch, KYP, which has penetrated every- 
where in Europe, contacts are being made 
with the prisoners' relatives, who are per- 
suaded to enter Greece to assist In immi- 
nent "escapes". Once In the country, they 
fall into the hands of the military police and 
increase the ranks of the political prisoners. 

The most recent and alarming case of 
this new policy occurred in mid-August, 
when Sofie Gneorghiu, Lorna Càvillia Briffa 
and Stathls Panagoulis. the brother of 
Alekos Panagoulis, were arrested. 

Alekos Panagoulis has been a political 
prisoner for almost four years ever since 
his unsuccessful attempt to assassinate 
junta dictator George Papadopoulos. 
Although he was initially condemned to 




death by a military court, his sentence was 
commuted to life imprisonment following 
the mobilization of international opinion 
against the Greek regime. 

In order to prove the "danger" 
Panagoulis represented, the government 
organized his "escape" and subsequent 
rearrest. Since then he has been kept in 
Isolation in the maximum security prison 
of Boyatic, where he has undergone physi- 
cal and psychological torture. The intention 
of the authorities is either to kill him slowly 
or to drive him insane. 

The penal code in effect prior to the 
Colonels' coup d'état In 1 966 prohibited the 
detention of civilian prisoners in military 
jails. But the junta amended this law specifi- 
cally to keep Panagoulis in the hands of 
the military. The inhuman conditions of his 
imprisonment, together with the torture, 



have caused severe deterioration of 
Panagoulis' physical and mental health. 

Stathis Panagoulis, the prisoner's 
brother, lived in Italy prior to his arrest in 
August and was active in the resistance 
movement there. One can easily under- 
stand his reaction when a friend told him 
that a fellow nicknamed "Giorgio" could 
help him engineer his brother's escape. 
Apparently this mysterious "Giorgio" con- 
tacted Stathis and explained to him that 
a "Sergeant Stamoulis" was willing to lend 
him his uniform so that he could infiltrate 
Boyatic Prison. Stathis left Italy without tell- 
ing his comrades of his undertaking and 
entered Greece on August 6. 

Until August 12 Stathis Panagoulis was 
allowed to move about freely, under close 
surveillance, probably in order to let him 
incriminate more patriots. In fact, anonym- 



ous telephone calls were made to Evi Dinu 
and Nick Zabelis, two members of the resis- 
tance In Rome, advising them to enter 
Greece with money and arms to aid in the 
escape and telling them that Alekos 
Panagoulis was already out of prison. 

On August 24, Nick Zabelis, suspecting 
a trap, contacted Alekos Panagoulis' wife. 
He discovered that her husband was still 
in prison and that she had seen him thai 
morning. Zabelis then telephoned Theofilo 
Yannakos, the chief KYP torturer, and told 
him that he had uncovered the plot and 
would bring it to the attention of the public. 

Agents of the junta retaliated with tele- 
phone threats to Evi Dinu. She was told 
that if she did not collaborate, her relatives 
still living in Greece would be arrested. 

Meanwhile, Briffa and Georghiu, Stathis' 
companions, were held incommunicado 
from the Italian embassy for nearly two 
weeks. They are still in detention, and 
Dinu's father and sister are constantly 
being intimidated by agents of the regime. 
Alekos Panagoulis Is still enduring the ten- 
der mercies of the Colonels' torture cells. 

What is all the more frightening about 
this whole affair is that these tactics are 
clearly not the exclusive property of the 
junta and other overtly fascist regimes, as 
a government spokesman attests. "We 
apply the methods used by international 
security authorities," he said in a recent 
statement to the press, "and we try to make 
as many criminals as possible fall Into our 
traps."

While 
condemning this sordid act of viol- 
ence I must take issue with Vivien 
Jeffrey's article which appeared in 
the Monday Sept 25th Issue of the 
Daily. She writes that 
"In a public statement the 
(Liberation) School recognized 
that the incident was not a series 
of incredible accidents, but 
rather another chapter in the 
Administration's long and con- 
tinuing history of political repres- 
sion against progressive cam- 
pus groups and individuals". 
In other words the M.L.S. is saying 
that the disruption of Rabbi 
Kahane's talk was a fault of the 
administration, the savage boat- 
ing of Marc Nerenberg was a fault 
of the administration, that the dis- 
ruption of Under Attack was a fault 
of the administration. Bullshit. If 
anything the administration 
showed remarkable restraint in 
the Under Attack provocation. 



The issue of who is at fault is 
not the main issue here. What is 
of primary and crucial importance 
is the freedom of individuals to 
express their beliefs in a rational 
manner to an interested audience 
without fear of violent repercus- 
sions. The university must be an 
island governed by reason, 
removed from the tempests which 
rage about it. Where else but in 
the university can the complex 
and controversial problems which 
beset our society be discussed, 
understood, and with hope, 
resolved. If this trend toward viol- 
ence continues the loser will be 
the McGill student body. Let there 
be discussions. Let there be toler- 
ence. Let there be empathy. And, 
above ail, let there be peace.

People have long maintained' 
that the USSR became estab- 
lished in chess as a direct result 
of its northern climate, winters 
offering precious little to - do. 
Hence any challenge to the Soviet 
team supremacy must eventually 
come from another northern 
nation. Enter Canada. 

Note that Canadian teams have 
fared better and better In recent 
Olympiads. This has been much 
to the chagrin of our neighbours 
to the south. Americans have 
been shuddering for years at 
Canadians sweeping through 
New York and New England tour- 
naments and returning home with 
Yankee bounty. 

One reason for the success of 
Canada internationally has been 
the rapid replacement of Euro- 
pean immigrants ol the post-war 
period by a younger generation 
of domestically developed chess 
players, mostly students. Hence 
the importance of maintaining a 
high level of participation in uni- 
versity chess clubs. 
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However, one should not 
expect all the activities of the 
McGill Chess Club to be directed 
toward this master plan ;rather, we 
have achieved greatness by 
merely permitting students to pre- 
serve their sanity in the confusing 
life of this institution by providing 
a safe haven In the Union for a 
few hours each day.
